San Antonio Heights and Upland 
with the potential damage from 4 
flood placed at $200,000, according 
to a report on the dangers result- 
ing from the forest fire in this dis- 
trict on September 16. The re- 
port is signed by Charles J. Krae- 
bel, senior silviculturist of the Cal- 
ifornia forest and ranger experi- 
ment station at Glendora. 


There is a strong provability of 


damaging floods from two por-j| 


tions of the™ burned-over area— 
from Howard canyon and Frank- 
ish canyon, Mr. Kraebel said in 
the report. The situation threat- 
ens property damage and possible 
loss of human life from mud and 
boulder flows. 

“In fact,” the report continues, 
“the stage is set for a repetition 
on a smaller scale of the Montrose 
disaster in the event of heavy 
rains during the coming winter.” 

Protective measurer, however, 
are being planned. Steps are un- 
derway to sew the burned area 
with mustard seed in order to de- 
velop a cover crop of vegetation 
which wiil afford some protection 
of the exposed soil against the 
violence of the winter’s rains. 

“Tt should be emphasized that 
the mustard, even though good 
germination is secured from early 
rains, cannot possibly be expected 
to prevent a serious flood in the 
event that a violent storm should 
strike the area,’ the silvicultur- 
ist continues. 

Mr. Kraebel urges immediate 
construction of some form of flood 
control structures which can be 
rushed to completion before the 
occurrence of a major storm. “No 
time should be lost in getting this 
work underway. The lay of the 
Jand is such that debris basin 
rather than dams are called for,” 
the official declared. “These bas- 
ins could be quickly constructed in 
strategic locations at the mouths 
of Frankish and Howard can- 
yons. ns 3 

The official described the debris 
pasin as follows: It is a pit dug 
in the path of the expected flood 
to act as a reservoir in which the 
flood water is delayed long enough 
to drop its destructive burden of 
boulders and mud. Once relieved 
of its load of erosion debris, the 
water would pass out of the basin 
over a spillway, greatly reduced 
in volume and velocity to flow 
harmlessly down the natural drain- 
age channel. 

A basin and adequate spillway 
for Howard canyon, having a ca- 
pacity of 12,000 to 15,000 cubic 
yards, can probably be completed 
in one month for $10,000, the of- 
ficial estimated. A similar struct- 
ure for Frankish canyon, having 
a capacity of 25,000 to 30,000 
cubic yards, will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $25,000, he said. 


“For the outlay of $25,000 to 
$40,000 during the month of Oc- 
tober it is possible to prevent a 
probable loss of $200,000 or $300,- 
000 in December, to say nothing 
of the possible loss of life which 
is always imminent in the flash 
floods from burned watersheds in 
Southern California,” Mr. Kraebel 
declared.
